G.S.R, 524(E).—In exercise of the poweis con¬ 
ferred by section 38 of the Bureau of Indian Stan¬ 
dards Act, 1986 (63 of 1986) , the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the Bureau of Indian Standards, with the prior 
approval of the Central Government hereby makes 
the following regulations to amend the Bureau of 
Indian Standards (Certification) Regulations, 1988, 
namely 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the 
Bureau of Indian Standards (Certification) Amend¬ 
ment Regulations, 1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Bureau of Indian Standards (Certifica¬ 
tion) Regulations, 1988, (hereinafter referred to a? 
the said Regulations), after regulation 2 at the end 
of the heading “MANNER, CONDITION, RATES 
OF FEE FOR GRANT AND RENEWAL OF 
LICENCE”, the following brackets and words shall 
be added namely 

" (EXCEPT FOR QUALITY SYSTEMS) ” 

3. In regulation 4 in sub-regulation (1) of the 
said regulations after the words "If the Bureau after 
a preliminary inquiry, is satisfied that the applicant”, 
the following words shall be inserted, namely :— 

"having regard to requisite skill, equipment, 
systems, resources, previous performance and antece¬ 
dents relevant to the issuance cf the licence”. 

4. After sub-regulation (1) of regulation 4 of the 
said regulations, the following snb-regulation shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

“ (IA) Where the application for a licence is 
mad e by a person, who has been convited 
under section 33 of the Act, he shall not 
be eligible to apply for a period of six 
months from the date of such conviction. 
The period of disqualification shall be de¬ 
termined by the Bureau having regard to 
the facts and circumstances of each case 
and it shall not exceed a period of one 
year.” 

5. After regulation 6 of the said regulations, thd 
following heading shall be added, namely :— 

“MANAGER, CONDITION AND FEES FOR 
GRANT AND RENEWAL OF LICENCE FOR 
QUALITY SYSTEMS.” 

6. In regulation 7, for sub-regulation (1), the 
following sub-regulation shall he substituted, 
namely 

“ (1) Quality System 

A. Application for Licence — 

(a) Every application for the grant of licence for 
Quality Systems certification shall be made 
to the Bureau in Form ITT, which shall be 
signed by th e proprietor, partner or the 


Managing Director of the applicant lum or 
by any person authorised to sign declara¬ 
tion on behalf of the firm. The name and 
designation of th e person signing the ap¬ 
plication shall be recorded legibly in the 
space set apart for the purpose in the 
application form. 

(b) Every application for certificate shall be 
accompanied by a supplementary question¬ 
naire duly filled in Form—IV, The appli¬ 
cation shall also be airompanied bv a Qua¬ 
lity Manual and Quality Plan as prepared 
by the applicant firm and the quality policy 
declared by the applicant firm. The pres¬ 
cribed application iec shall also accom¬ 
pany the application. 

(c) The application form along with fee and 
other necessary documents submitted by 
the applicant shall be acknowledged and 
numbered by the Bureau in the order of 
priority according to the date of the re¬ 
ceipt. The fe e shall be non-refundable. 

(d) After acknowledgement, th e application 
shall be verified by tire Bureau, and if it is 
in order, the applicant shall b e informed of 
the intention of the Bureau to proceed 
with the application. 

fc> Tf necessary, the Bureau shall provide to 
the applicant the information about the 
scheme and also obtain such other further 
information from him, if necessary, 

(f) An application may b e rejected if the ap¬ 
plicant does not comply with one or more 
of the following requirements, — 

(i) Th e application fee not accompanying 
with the application- 

Cii) Application form is incomplete. 

(iii) Annexures to the application are not 
clear. In addition, the Bureau may call 
for any supplementary information or 
documentary evidence from any appli¬ 
cant in support of or to substantiate any 
statement made by hjm in his applica¬ 
tion, within such time as may be direct¬ 
ed by the Bureau. 

(g) Th e reason for the rejection of the applica¬ 
tion shall be communicated to the appli¬ 
cant by the Bureau.

(h) The application for a licence by a firm 
which has been convicted under section 33 
of the Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 
1986 shall not be entertained for a mini¬ 
mum period of six months from the date 
of such conviction. Th e extent of the period 
of disqualification shall be determined by 
the Bureau having regard to the facts and 
circumstances of each case and it shall not 
exceed a maximum period of one vear. 
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B. Assessment procedure,—- 

(a) If tile application is in order,' then the 
Bureau snail proceed as per cleauses (b) 

to (f). 

(b) The Bureau may, if necessary, arrange a 
visit to the premises of the applicant to 
acquaint itself in size, nature of operation 
and his readiness for the assessment and 
the type of expertise required by the assess¬ 
ment team. 

(c) The applicant is required to have a docu¬ 
mented quality system which conforms to 
the relevant Indian Standard on quality 
system as supplemented by the relevant 
Quality Assessment Schedule, Before an 
assessment visit is made, a detailed apprai¬ 
sal of the applicant firm’s quality system 
documentation for conformance with the 
relevant Indian Standard on quality sys 
tems shall be undertaken by the Bureau. 
Th e applicant shall then be notified about 
any significant omissions or deviations from 
the prescribed requirements to make suit¬ 
able amendments prior to the assessment 
visit. 

(d) The applicant shall ensure that,— 

(i) all documentation relating to the quality 
system for which the licence is sought, 
including th e Quality Manual anil Qua¬ 
lity Plan or its equivalent is made avail¬ 
able to tile Bureau ; 

(ii) all relevant records relating to implemen¬ 
tation of die Quality System are made 
available to the Bureau ; 

(iii) the assessment team is permitted and as¬ 
sisted to undertake assessment of die 
Quality System ; and 

(iv) responsibility to die Bureau for toe qua¬ 
lity system is clearly defined by appoint¬ 
ing a designated person to ensure the 
prescribed quality systems procedures 
are observed. 

(e) The assessment team shall have atleast one 
experienced assessor in the technology con¬ 
cerned as member. One member shall act 
as an assessment coordinator (lead asses¬ 
sor) . 

(f) The assessment shall involve an in-depth 
appraisal of the applicant firm’s procedures 
for the conformance to the requirements 
prescribed by the Bureau. The applicant 
shall be required to demonstrate tbe practi¬ 
cal application of th e documented proce¬ 
dures. The assessment team shall identity 
die non-conformance and suggest correc¬ 
tive action to die applicant for rectification. 

(g) Date (s) and time of the assessment visit 

shall be decided on mutual agreement bet¬ 
ween die parties (assessment team and the 
applicant). * 


C. Assessment fees.— 

(a) Assessment fee depends upon the nature of 
die activities of the firm. The tee deter¬ 
mined shall be intimated to the applicant 
atleast 10 days prior to die visit. 

(b) All assessment and reassessment foe deter¬ 
mined by die Bureau shall be home by the 
applicant firm. 

(c) If die application involved is in respect of 
more than one area of technology and ioi 
more than one licence, the assessment visit 
normally covers all aspects. 

D. Factors for the grant of licence,— 

(a) The assessment team after the assessment 
shall analyse the capability of the applicant 
to operate the Quality Systems Certilicadon 
Scheme. 

(b) The assessment team shall prepare a de¬ 
tailed report against each of the items or 
clauses given in die relevant Indian Stan¬ 
dard on Quality Systems against which 
the assessment has been carried out. 
copy of the report shall be sent to the ap¬ 
plicant for his acceptance alongwith the 
Quality Assessment Schedule or Quality 
Plan document for the products which the 
applicant prpduces. 

(c) The applicant shall produce evidence that 
corrective actions have been taken to meet 
all die relevant requirements within tbe 
time limits specified by the Bureau. The 
Bureau may undertake a full op partial 
reassessment or accept written declaration 
diat corrective action has been taken, to be 
confirmed by the Bureau during a surveil¬ 
lance visit. 

(d) When the Bureau is satisfied with the re¬ 
commendations of the assessment team for 
grant of licence, the same shall be granted, 
as per Form—V. WhiJ e making the recom¬ 
mendations, the team shall take into ac¬ 
count the assessment made under] sub-clause 
(a) to (c) of itern-D and also the requisite 
skill, equipment, systems resources, pre¬ 
vious performance and antecedents relevant 
to the issuance of the licence. 

F.. Undertaking—Prior to grant of licence, the 
applicant shall sign an undertaking to tiiq effect that 
he will make no claim direct or implied that the 
licence to lie granted relates to any products or pro¬ 
cesses other than those that will be set out in the 
licence and the Schedule. 

F. Grant of licence for certification of quality 

systems,— 

(a) Th e Bureau shall inform the applicant 
about die grant of licence. 

(b) The Bureau shall provide a certificate for 
grant of licence in Form—V which shall be 
used by the licensee subject to the provision 
of item-K of sub-regulation (1) of Regu¬ 
lation 7. 



K. Publicity,— 

(a) I'he Bureau shall maintain a list of licensees 
and make it available for public inform¬ 
ation. 

(b) T he list shall be updated periodically. 

(c) The Bureau shall also bring out publica¬ 
tions containing information regarding li¬ 
censees. 

(d) The licensee shall inform potential custo¬ 
mers, purchasers or purchasing authorities, 
of the full and exact details ol the licence.

(a) The licence fee shall be determined by the 
Bureau from time to time which shall 
cover the cost of surveillance, regular re¬ 
views and administrative expense and shall 
be published in tire official gazette in die 
form of a schedule. 


(f) The licensee shall make use of the Bureau’; 
Standard Mark as authorised. 

(g) The license e shall state in documenlatior 


(b) The annual licence fee for the first year 
shall be paid by the applicant at th e time 
of grant of licence and thereafter, for each 
ycat) the annual licence fee shall be pay¬ 
able in advance. No such fee, or part 
thereof shall be refunded. 

(c) The licence shall be renewed once in three 
years. The renewal will be done by re¬ 
assessing the capabilities of the licensee, the 
fee of which shall be borne by the licensee. 

H. Survillaiice and regular review,—• 

(a) Tile giant of licence shall be followed by 
surveillance visits. The frequency and ex¬ 
tent of visits shall be determined by the 
Bureau.

T. Ccanges to the quality system,— 

(a) The licensee shall inform the Bureau 
promptly about any intended changes to 
the Quality System or other changes which 
may affect conformance to the requirements 
prescribed by the Bureau. 

(b) The licensee shall accept the decision of tlic 
Bureau as to whether the intended changes 
require re-assessmment or further investi¬ 
gation. 

(c) The Bureau shall inform promptly any 
change in the Quality System procedures. 

J. Use of Bureau’s Standard Mark.—The licensee 
may use the standard mark only as authorised by 
the Bureau. 


brochuics or through advertising media 
that the organization or location to which 
the licence applies have been assessed and 
approved by the Bureau. In such advertise¬ 
ment the Indian Standard on Quality Sys¬ 
tem for which a licence has been gi anted 
is to be stated and a higher level of appro¬ 
val than granted is not to be implied.

L. Obligations of the licensee.—A licensee on giant

(b) only claim that lie is holding a licence in 
respect of the capability which is tli c sub¬ 
ject of the licence and which relates to the 
products or processes in accordance with 
the licence requirements ; 

(c) not use the licence in any manner to which 
tile Bureau may object and shall not make 
any statement concerning the authority ol 
the Licensee’s use of the licence which in 
tlie opinion of tile Bureau may be mis¬ 
leading ; 

(d) submit to the Bureau for approval the loiin 
in which he proposes to use his licence or 
proposes to make references to the licence ; 

(c) upon suspension or termination of the 
licence, however determined, discontinue 
its use forthwith and withdraw all promo¬ 
tional and advertising matter which eon- 
tains any reference thereto ;

A change in key personnel in rela¬ 
tion to quality assurance and technological 
functions or senior management shall be 
notified to the Bureau by the licensee; 

(j) permit access to a team appointed by the 
Bureau for pm*poses of assessment, audit or 
surveillance. The licensee shall give lull 
details of all actions taken in response to 
field ptoblenrs arising from allegationh ol 
defects in products or processes covered in 
tlie licence and allow Bureau's officers ac¬ 
cess to all relevant records and documents 
lor the purpose of verifying such details ; 

(k) be required to produce evidence of con¬ 
tinuing operations tor the products or pro¬ 
cesses coveted by the licence.
